"Certain Suggestions and Rules for Rendering 
Indic Names in Catalogue Entries 


Benoyendra Sengupta, 
Assistant Librarian, 
National Library, Calcutta. 


In offering these suggestions 1 propose to confine my observations 
mostly on the form of name found in works of Indian writers writing in 
Western languages. My plea is for rendering numerous variants of the same 
surname in a standard transliterated torm leaving the forename undisturbed. 
This suggestion may appear contrary to the basic approach that the ALA 
rules or Mr. Lubetzky’s draft rules follow generally namely to give weight to 
the author’s own usage. The problem of variants is not peculiar to India, it is 
really universal in kind, if not in degree. Certain English surnames are spelt 
ina number of different ways (e.g. Smythe, Smith, Smyth etc.) but English 
cataloguers make no attempt to bring them together. In the cases where the 


same author uses variant forms they however use a standard transliteration. 


But the case is Quite different in India particularly among writers 
writing in Western languages They have two forms of name--the vernacular 
form used in their works written in Indian languages and the wrongly 
transliterated form (and often fanciful distortions and anglicised form) in 
their works written in Western languages. It wiil be unwise to use all the 
variants with cross references thus throwing the reader like shuttlecock from 
one form to another in search of ‘the main entry. Our remedy should be 
somewhat different from the basic approach of Western Cataloguers, for we 
are dealing with vagaries of spellings, faulty orthography and fanciful

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distortions which are absent in the vernacular form of name used by the 


same writer writing in his mother tongue. 


Let us make a brief survey of the history of name formation in 
Indian and the proplems faced by cataloguers. 


There is practically no problem in rendering the names of ancient 
Indian writers -specially of authors writing in Sanskrit; for, the men and 
women of those days normally bore one name and in the Sanskrit form 
which can easily be transliterated into Roman. Distinguishing epithets 

hardly surnames) were rarely added. 


The problem of forms of names of Indic authors writing in Western 
languages, particularly since the middle of the nineteenth century till the 
first two decades of the twentieth century, is really complicated when we 
think of rendering these forms in Roman letters. During this period, more 
particularly, during the Ranaissance period in Bengal and in certain other 
parts of India, Indian writers fashioned their names and even the titles of 
their literary productions with scant regard to orthography or etymology 
according to rhetorical fancies and modified their names in accordance with 
rules of foreign languages and westernised form of pronunciation. For 
example, AUTHOR’S NAMES : “TIN CURRY’ (for Tin Kadi), 
Kanny Loll (for Kanai Lal), Hurry Churn (for Hari Charan), Nei! Baron 
(for Nilbaran), Bunkim Chunder (for Bankim Chandra), Omeo (for Amiya), 
Surrender Nauth (for Surendranah) etc. During this period each 
individual author had adopted a system of his own, often very incorrect. 
Moreover, it frequently happened that the same author spelt his own name 
in totally different ways, not only in different works but even in diflerent 
editions of the same work As such, there isa need for rendering such 
names in headings of entries in catalogues and bibli: graphies in a uniform 
system of orthography, so that one might obtain a rallying-point tor the 


various forms, modes of spelling and sometimes mispelling. 


We may try to categorise the variants of Hindu personal authors’ 
names. The bewildering variety of forms of Hindu personal or proper 
numes is due to various reasons, ¢.g. (a) multiplicity of words used ‘for 
the personal (individual) names. These words are of different forms in 
different languages and dialects, though their etymological origin may be 
the same. Thus, (b) dialectical variations are the causes of different forms, 
which have been fossilized into distinct words not mutually exchangeable 
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by writers of the different linguistic groups (or cultural entities). 
Examples : Vrajabhusana (Sanskirt form) and Brijbhikhen (dialectial or 
corrupted form)—are names of different individuals in different linguistic 
regions and prevalent among different cultural entities in India. (c) Other 
causes of variant froms are carelessness in orthography, faulty transliteration 
etc. (Instances have besen cited in the previous paragraph). These are parti- 
cularly noticeable in the works of Indian authors written in Western 
languages Or Indian languages with an English title-page, resulting from 
varied modes of spelling and sometimes mispelling prevalent in India, 
coupled with ignorance or deliberate neglect of etymology. 


Variants in different languages and dialects which have been fossilised 
into distinct forms need net be smoothed down into one form. Each 
variant, should be rendered in a uniform system of Roman letters or 
transliterated in a standard way. 


There is however, scope for standardisation of the forms and spell- 
ings of the third category mentioned above. 


Let us examine what Western cataloguers (specially of the British 
Museum) did when faced with these problems. 


The cataloguers of the British Museum, faced with the problems of 
variant forms and spellings of Indian names, found the system of translitera- 
tion of such names ona purely phonetic basis impracticable as well as 
irrational and unscholarly. They, therefore, prescribed thus : “The mode 
of spelling that seemed best adapted for this purpose was that which had 
obtained currency in England through the works of Max Muller, Muir and 
Aufrecht. When aoplied to the modern dialects, the innumerable 
variations of sound into which the letters have split up are not repesented 
thereby, and it does afford, at least, a complete picture of what a name looks 
like in its native garb as well as in its Sanskritic origin.’’* 


Faced with the problem of transcription by sound versus transcrip- 
tion by the etymological reason underlying it Western Cataloguers found 
that the latter principle ensufed unity of treatment in the varying pronuncia- 
tion that the Same letter is often subject to in the kindred languages and

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dialects. It was observed that “all the native Indian alphabets having 
been constructed on the same principle of syllabic values attached to the 
characters, the Sanskrit alphabet, as the oldest, naturally offers itself as 
the standard whereto all the others would conform’’. 


The above prescription, however, sounds pedantic to the specialist in 
many of the Indian languages, for itis sure to lead to the strange 
representation in writing of the real spoken word, and to the smoothing 
down into one form dialectical variants which have fossilised into different 
distinct words among various linguistic and cultural entities in India, e.g. 
Vrajabhsana for Brijbhikhen. 


The cataloguers of the British Museum found no family names in 
India in the European sense of the term and they ignored the practice of 
establishing and using such names in certain parts of India. Asa result 
they considered Indian names in their totality regarding each component 
part (except honorific titles) as equally important. In doing so, they 
faced the problem where abbreviations for the first or the first two or 
three components were systemetically used by the author and there was no 
reference source to find out the full nane. In those cases the cataloguers 
put the name under the first initial in order to remember it when on some 
future occasion the full name might be met with. Thus the British Museum 
Cataloguers accepted the simplest rule for treating Hindu names—viz. to 
take them as they stand, without making any difference between nomen, 


Praenomen, cognomen or agnonien, 


But fortunately modern Indian writers writing in Western languages 
are more careful about orthography and do not indulge in fanciful distortion 
or westernization of their names. The vagaries in spelling have considerably 


diminished in recent years. Different practices in the formation of names ; 


Apart from the general problems relating to variant forms and 
fanciful distortions we notice the different practices followed in different 
parts of India in the formation of names. Very often an Indian name is not 
a pure name standing or capable of standing by itself without other attached 
or additional words. The relative succession of the parts or elements in 
the name is not the same and has not the same function m all parts of 
India. ‘Very often honorofic and other titles are inserted before and after 
the names and in many cases honorofic titles like ‘Sastri’ (Sanskrit ‘Sastrin’) 
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nave been become fossilised into a distinct surname. Even where a sur- 
ame or family name has been adopted it does not always have the same 
iction and significance as it does in Western countries. Therefore, in 
formulating rules for rendering Indic names for catalogue entries we must 
ive to consider (a) the period (b) the region (c) the languages or dialect 
i (d) the position of the author, all of which determine the variations in 
names. In considering the question of standardization also we are to 
take into consideration these very factors. 


Ido not propose in this article to discuss at length the different 
practices in the formation of names. Reference may be made to Dr. S. R. 
Ranganathan’s Classified Catalogue Code. Section 1212: Hindu names, and to 
the present author’s Rendering of Indic numes in catalogue entries Introduc- 


ion—A background study. 


I suggest certain rules for rendering Indic names in bibliographic 
i catalogue entries. The rules have been framed with particular reference 
he works of Indian authors in Western languages. Some of the rules, as 
ndicated by an asterisk mark, are those adopted by the Library of Congress 
being approved by the committee on Deseriptive Cataloguing of the Ameri- 
can Library Association’s Division of Cataloguing and Classification and 
the Library of Congress and incorporated in the Library of Congress 
Rule Revision (circular) no. 12 dated October 5, 1956, 


Gen ral Rule 


For works by Indian authors in Western Janguages, the entry word in the 
veading shonld be in a standard form transliterated from the original verna- 
cular form or in the form most commonly used, provided there are variant 
forms of the same when rendered in Roman alphabets. If, however, there is 
urmame ora word used as such it should be standardised in case of 
ants found, and the individual name (proper name) following it should 


be given in the transliterated form adopted by the author. If no such form

is known the individual name should be given in a standard translitered 
fc m. 

Example ; ‘““Ordhendra Coomar Gangulee should be rendered as ‘‘Ganguli, 
Ordhendra Coomar”, or, ‘“Gangopadhyaya, Ordhendra Coomar’ (not, 
“Ganguli, Ardhendra Kumara)”. 
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Special Rules 


|. “Enter Indic writers born prior to the middle of the nineteenth 
century under the first word of the name and refer from the last word or 
from any other word”’. 


As a safeguard against variant spellings and faulty transliterations 
etc. when rendered in terms of Roman alphabets such first word or 
forename should be currectly transliterated from the exact vernacula- form 
of the relevant word with reference from the author’s own transliteration, 
if different. 


Example : “Rangalala Vandyopadhyaya, 1826 —1887” with reference from 
Rangalal Bandyopadhyaya, and ‘Bandyopadhyaya, Ranga Lal’. 


l.(1} “Enter ancient and mediaeval Sanskirt authors and Jain authors of 
Prakirt texts, under the Sanskirt form of name, without inversion. Refer 
from variant spellings, from the vernacular form of name if known, and 
trom other names by which the Author is known”. 
Example : Aryabhata, >. 476; Asvaghosa etc. 
1.(2) “Enter Buddhist authors of Pali texts under the vernacular form of 
name, if without inversion. Refer from the Sanskirt form of name if 
known. Examples: Dhammakitti, f/ 1240-1275 ; Pannaloka, Bhikhu, of 
Vaikh:in with reference from ‘Dharmakirti and ‘Prajnaloka’ respectively. 

2. “Enter a modern Indic author under his surname (usually the last 
if a surname has been adopted according to Western usage’. 
Examples: Bose, Chunilal, ruibahadur, \861- ; Tagore, Rabindranath, 
Bhatnagar, Santi Sarup etc. 
(1) But it the surname has variant spellings when rendered into Roinan 
alphabets it is tv be standarised into one torm of spelling by transliteration 
according to an accepted standard system or into the most commonly used 


form, with reference from other variants. 
Example : Mukharyi, Asutosh 
(\. 8. Mukharj: has more than nineteen variants.) 


2. (11) Enter under compound family name (whether written as two words 
or one compound word) standardising it as a single compound word and 
refer from the full name and from other forms of the surname, as used by 
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the author. If there are variant spellings they are to be smoothed down to 
one spelling with reference from other variants. Examples: Das Gupta, 
Arun Kumar, Sengupta, Subodh Chandra. 

2, (12*) If an author uses or adopts any part of his personal name or 
title, as a surname, enter under that name giving references from the part 
not chosen as entryword”’. Examples: Caveeshar, Sardul Singh, Kaveswara. 
3, . “Tf a modern Indic author has not adopted a surname according 
to Western usage, enter under his persona! name (the first word except title) 
adding other name in the given order’. 


South Indian names 

4, . “Enter a South Indian author under his personl name which is 
usually the last or penultimate word as used by the author. If the personal 
name is the penultimate word the last two words are to be considered a 
compound one. Refer from other parts of the name’’. Examples: Gopalswami 
Ayyangar, Sir Narasinha, 1882— Rama Rao, Sir Benegal, etc. 


4 1 If the forenames are contracted into initials as is the constant practice 
with some authors the entry should be under the last word which is_ usually 
the caste name. But sucha word should be transliterated according to a 
standard system if these are variant spellings: Example: Rao, B.K.P. (Here 
the author’s practice is to use the caste name as a surname, using the 
preceding words as initials). 


4, II In case of woman writers enter under the personal name, eé. g. 


Santha Rama Rao :and not, Rama Rao, Santha). 


Marathi and Gujrati names 

5. Enter a Marathi and a Gujarati name under the last name, which is a 
family name taken from a place a occupation without modification followed 
the first name which is his personal name and next by the father’s name 
which succeeds the personal name. Example: Gandhi, Mohandas Karam- 
chand, Tilak, Bal Gangadhar, etc. 

Parsee names : 

6. Enter a Parsee name under the occupational or caste name, usually the 
last, if any, followed by the personal name, which is the tirst name and next 
by the father’s name which succeed the personal name. Example: Masani, 
Minochehar Rustum, Ginwala, Nusserwanji Sheriarji, Mehta, Dinshaw 
Rustomji, etc. 
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Writing Materials

The history of writing materials is quite fascinating. We understand 
that there was an age when men communicated their ideas orally. When 
they discovered that writing confers on them an advantage, the question of 
finding a writing material invited their attention. 


Archaeologists are of the opinion that the first writing material was 
clay and that the library that existed in Assyria lends support to this view. 
That library had books of clay-tablets. 


How to get over the impermanent nature of clay as writing material ¢ 
How to make it immune to fire, water and other climatic conditions ¢ It 
was discovered that when clay tablets were burnt, the writings were 
retained permanently. No wonder, this fact was utilised to advantage. 
One can have a look at the clay tablets in the Lon 'on Museum even to-day. 


The age when men used barks of wood to clothe themselves slowly 
crept in. Some inquisitive persons tried to write on the bark and their 
attempts were successful. Barks of wood were processed and employed for 
writing purposes, e. g., papyrus. Evidence is still available in the National 
Bibliotheque, Paris. Suffice it to say, the process was cumbersome and 
not quite effective. Paper making gradually developed out of papyrus as 
writing material. 


It is not quite strange to find in the temples of Tamil Nad inscrip- 
tions on granite surfaces. In addition, the rock edicts, the pillar edicts 
and the minor edicts of Asoka suggest the use of rock as wtiting material. 


It is quite customary to see messengers on horsebacks and carrying 
secret letters written on leather parchment in British films depicting 
medieval times. This isan unmistakable evidence to state that leather 


parchments were used as writing material in the medieval times, 


Leaves served as predecessors to paper. Evena very rapid glance at 


the Oriental Manuseripts library oc the library at Saraswathi Mahal,

lanjore, would testify to the glorious time of the ‘olaich-chuvadigal’ (palm 
leaf manuscripts). 

The havoc caused by the white ants to the rich heritage hidden in 
them strikes a Sorrowful note in our ears. 

Metal plates because of their ability to withstand the ravages of time 
suggested themselves as good writing materials. Many of the ‘pattayams’ 
of our temples bear ample testimony to the use of metal plates for writing. 

The advent of paper into the arena of the writing materials marks a 
landmark. The use of paper couled with the invention of the printing 
machinery has precipitated a revolution in the production of books. The 
era in which books were the privilege of the rich was over. It was feasible 
now to provide a book to every one—every one who wanted to have a copy 
of it. The galaxy of inventions in paper making will, no doubt, effect many 
more welcome changes. 

The influence of audio-visual appliances is slowly spreading. It is 
not too much to say that now-a-days every school is equipped with a radio, 
Speeches of educational value are broadcast regularly and they supplement 
the regular class work, Slides films and filmstrips are also in the arsenal 
of the class teacher. 

The use of tape recorder—the magic sound writing —can hardly be 
overstressed. Wecan record a song, speech. piece of poetry or lesson and 
it can be reproduced at any moment and any number of times we require. 

If we just afford the luxury of peeping into the scientiSc marvels, we 
can see television and telévision-in-colour coming to the help of the teacher 
who is bent upon utilising the latest appliances to his purpose. 

Copies of rare books and important documents may be made with 
the help of ‘micro-film process’. Now-a-days itis really hard to find a 
college student without a ‘Rough’ note bouk, The day when every college 
student will be armed witha magnifying glass and some spools of micro- 
films is not far off. 

Oh, Future, you are really very mighty !

In the case of Indian periodicals, 
scope has been specifically widened to include other scientific periodic 
which generally contain articles or reSearch notes on agronomy, so that 
list relating to India might be more comprehensive.

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“The Belvedere House ; The Home of India’s 


National Library 
(by A Reader) 

To many of us the sight of Belvedere* mansion must have caused awe 
and thrill when seen first; but the growing familiarity may have smudge« 
that initial reverence and turned it into an indifference to its grandeur an 
historicity. Yet there must be some amidst us to whom the interest in th 
building is perennial . To them the walls and pillars of this edifice appear t 
relate what they have seen in the passage of time. Undoubtedly the story o 
this mansion is a saga of princely pageantry, diplomatic hauteur anc 
confabulations of the personalities of the bygone centuries. 

The origin of our building is shrouded in obscurity. The building 
its entirety, as we see it to-day, is only the culmination of the addition 
and alterations made to it during its 250 years of existence. It is really 
unfortunate that there is no record on hand to show the original shape of the 
building. Nowhere we get any allusion to the purpose for wihch this wa 
built. The first reference to this building is from the writings of Warre 
Hastings who alluded to his garden house as being at ‘Belvedere in the rur: 
solicitude of Alipur’. In the proceedings of Governor-General’s Council o 
June 20, 1763 there was an entry that “Mr. Hastings requests permissior 
of the Board to build a bridge over the Collighaut Nullaon the road to h: 
garden house.’’ This may be either the Belvedere house or the Hasting 
house (opp . Alip r Test House ) . After Hastings had built a new house , it 
is said that he no longer had any need for te older house of Belvedere and 
in Feb, 1788 leased it to Col. Tolly who excavated a canal (bearing 
his name now) over which ‘Zeirut bridge’ was built ata later time (Neat 
the Zoological garden). After Col. Tolly’s death in 1784 it was leased t 
one W. A. Brooke and at the end of the case it was offered for sale in Marc! 
1802. After having passed through ‘nany hands the East India Company 
acquired it and made it the house of the Lt. Governor of Bengal, It wa 
from the Nawab Nazim of Murshidabad that this building is said to have 
been purchased by the Company . From contemporary writing we get 
reference to this house ( as it was then) as being surrounded by spaciou 
park-like grounds. Only after it became the seat of Lt. Governor ot 
Bengal, it underwent many changes and improvments from time to time by 
successive governors, 

Architecturally speaking this is of a ‘free Italian renaissance style, 
developed on an ordinary Anglo-Indian building’. It is interesting to know

The wooden 
or was put to the centre ba!lroom (most probably the entrance hall then 
1¢ reading room, which was constructed later), On the north east side of the 
ouse, a ‘wooden glazed dining room’ was constructed (Present Chinese 
}.N.O. collection room) during S. Baylay’s time. During the years 1895-98 
C, Elliott) rooms on‘the upper storey of the west wing’(Ashutosh collection) 
‘as constructed and the ’arch-way leading upto the drawing room 
ibstituted for a door. (?) Sir A. Mackenzie, (Lt. Governor 1895-98) intro- 
iuced electric lighting. This building must have had luxurious environ- 
ient as is evident from the writings of Sir Richard Temple, Lt. Governor 
f Bengal, during the year 1874-77. He described thus. “Inthe middle 
f the park, studded with groups of trees, stands Belvedere House, its 
-rrace overlooking a rich expanse of verdure, its flight of steps environed 

»y flowering creepers, its ponds, coverd with lotuses and water lilies, its 
irdens encircled with various trees, the banyan, the almond, the bamboo, 
ie cotton tree and even by rare specimens of the peerless aturstia’’. 


Some of the important events that took place during this time 
ieserves mention. In Dec. 1875 the then Lt. Governor of Bengal gave a 
alltoH. R. H.the late Duke of Clarence and in 1891 a dinner and 
vening party were arranged in honour of the Czarewitch of Russia who 
isited India. It was during the latter’s visit the sudden explosion of a soda 
iter bottle created fear to the visitors, notably the Russian diplomats 
uring the dinner. 


The inaugural meeting of the ‘Society for the diffusion of useful 
terature in India, ‘was held on 31st Jan. 1890 with Sir Stewart Bayley, the 
t. Governor of Bengal in the Chair. 


After the removal of the imperial capital of India from Calcutta to 
elhi this became the temporary official habitation of the Viceroy during 
1¢ Winter season. 

With India attaining independence our leaders realised the 


nportance of the need of a National Library being the repository of all 
»oks in European and Indian languages. The Imperial Library located at 
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Esplanade was rechristened as National Library and it was given to the 
present Librarian the privelege of shiiting this Library to its present 
house. Necessary changes were made to make this mansion suitable for the 
Library. Before the middle of 195.', the present Cataloguing Division I was 
an L-shaped varandha with unenclosed walls and the languages section 
Cataloguing Division II extension) was a lumber room, The Viceregal 

dining hall was converted into the main stock room, audience hall into the 
Reading Room, Viceroy’s Office into the present Cataloguing Division II, 
What was few years ago a place only for the chosen few, has become, 

in the words of Maulana Azad) ‘the resort of even the humblest seexer of 


Knowledge and truth’.

United Kingdom, the University Grants Committee in which is a kind of 
prototype for our Commission. We have operated in this way because we 
realise that in the first place there were many relatively new Universities 
which were ill-equipped with libraries and secondly, because there were 
many colleges which even if as they were old have not been able to get 
together anything that could be regarded as an adequate library. I suppose 
that since most of you are. experts here. you will agree that ideally speaking. 
a College of. the strength that we have. contemplated for one; normally 
soundabout 1,000, should have atleast 50 volumes per student making a: 
total of 50,000 volumes and: that a, University should. have atleast double 
that number normally, i,e. 1,90,000, which comes to.1,000 volumes per 
teacher as against, 50 volumes per. student, assuming that the pupil-teaches 
tation is 20: 1, which is not a too good ratio, 


Obviously we all know that these. ideal standards: are: not: attained! 
in many places in India both in, Colleges and’ in Universities.. But. we in 
the Commission believe that the. grants that. we have made: in the: course: 
of the last few years have enabled ‘these . institutions. of higher learning to: 
make a good beginning both with buildings as well as with equipping them. 
with a stock. of books . 

As Shri S.. Mathai -informed: you, the object: of this particular, . 
gathering is a more limited -one .as has been brought out in the title of 
the Seminar ‘Work Flow in University and College libraries’... In other 
words, we shall be concentrating our attention on how.so secure the ultimate: 
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WORK-FLOW IN UNIVERSITY & COLLEGE LIBRARIES 


aim, that is, adequate use of Libraries asa tool of learning in the words 
of Shri Mathai, and since we are allowing suffcient time and since this is a 
representative gathering and let me say howI am glad to see such a good 
gathering of experts—we are hoping that we shall now set in train all kinds 
of procedures in order to ensure that the optimum use is made of those 
lidraries. With the expression of this hope I have great pleasure in 
inaugurating the Seminar. 


Dr. 8. R. Ranganathan, Director of the Seminar in his address 
said that the University Grants Commission is fully convinced of the new 
and intimate role of the libraries in the university and college life in our 
renascent India. They have a policy to give Ilberal grants for all library 
purposes-reading materials; buidings, and library staff. The Commission 
did not take long to realise that the proper way to develop our library 
service along helpful lines is to entrust the planning of the whole affair to 
the library professon itself This functtional sharing to their responsibility 
has been a commendable and welcome step.

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Speaking of Librartes 
Patiala Central Public Library 


Central Public Library, Patiala, is a jointly sponsored project of 
the Central Government and the erstwhile Pepsu State. It has been built 
at a cost of Rs. 7,00,000/-/- and another Rs. 3,00,000/- have been spent 
upon its equipment. The site selected for the library has a beautiful 
surrounding. It is situated on the Mall opposite the District Courts. On 
one side is the Railway Station, on the other a lovely tank with Mahatma 
Gandhi's Statue in its centre, with Baradari Gardens on its back. It is 
nearly in the heart of the city and is at a distance of ten minutes cycling 
from the farthest corners of the city. 


The building has been constructed to provide natural lighting in 
all its rooms during the day and florescent tubes have been fitted in all the 
rooms to provide enongh light for reading purposes. 


The Library building has got spacious grassy lawns on all its four 
sides with lovely flower beds here and there, surrounded by the building 
is a marbel fountain which further adds charm to the institution. 


The special feature of the library is not its fine architecture, 
beautiful decoration, equipment, large stock of books but in the quality 
and rarity of the books as well as in the nature of service provided by it. 


It was opened by Shri C.P.N. Singh, ex-Governor, Punjab, on 
23rd July, 1956. It serves the Public for 12 hours a day throughout the 
year. The library is not merely run as a lending or reference library but 
it also serves asacentre of cultural activities for the com.nunity. It 
stimulates not only book read ng habits but also envisages to organise 
cultural activities of the community woven around books. 


Books for home reading 
The Library has built up a book stock of 31,000 during the last 
three years. It has open access and the books have been placed on the 
adjustable Godrej steel racks. The method'of circulation followed in this 
library is the simple Newark system. To help readers in the selection 
of books, an author and title cards catalogue has been provided. The 
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books are arranged on the shelves, according to the Dewey Decimal 
Classification system. 


The readers are encouraged to suggest the purchase of new books. 
Reference service 


In a separate Reference and Information Section where bound 
volumes of periodicals, newspapers and 10,000 old and rare books for 
ready reference, such as Encyclopaedias, Dictionaries, Directories, Year 
books etc., are made available for consultation and reading. Besides, 
there are about 2,000 manuscripts, in various languages, which are also 
mada available to the readers in this section. Readers’ advisory service 
is also being contemplated by proper planning of the studies. The advisers 
will initiate members to more intelligent and purposive study of books, 


Map Section 


This Section is will equipped with latest maps, charts and globes. 
The speciality of this section is 30” illuminated and rotating globe, which 
is expected to be the only specimen in Indian libraries 


Picture Gallery 
This section is fully represented of the paintings by local painters. 


Music section 


Three spacious and tastefully decorated rooms have been allotted 
to this section on the first floor of the Library, where instructions in dance, 
vocal and instrumental music are imparted by highly qualified and talented 
sangeet Acharies. The course spreads over three years. It is affiliated to 
Gandharav Maha Vidayalaya Mandel, Bombay. Mrs, Sushiala Bakshi, who 
herself is a taiented artist, is the Principal. 


Service to Children 


This section is fully equipped with toys, wood cut letters, picture 
books etc., for children. ‘Lhe children’s room is well equipped with 
periodicals, reference material and books of general nature on various 
topics in four languages viz. English, Urdu. Hindi and Punjabi. The 
room is tastefully decorated with flowers, plates, statues, etc, About 2,000 
books have been stocked in the juvenile section. 


There is an arrangement for organising cultural activities. Cultural 
activities such as dramas, music conserts, film shows, book exhibitibns, 
debates and discussions are often arranged. The library has a spacious 
Auditorium with a seating capacity of 750 and with a modern stage fully 
equipped with electric appliances and rubber cus‘1ioned chairs. This hall 
is made available to social and cultural organisations for conducting their 
activities. Another Lecture Hall with a seating capacity of 2UU and a stage 
is also available. 

Mr. Thakar Das Jond is the Librarian and believes in ‘‘making books 
more accessible” to readers. 
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Library of Congress 


The capacity of the Library of Congress to set new records in several 
ervices to Congress and the Nation and simultaneously to pioneer in new 
vays for the library world to serve scholarship is reflected in this latest 
annual record of its activities. Some of the achievements are : 


A heightened use of Library’s resources in science and technology 
ind increased service on these collections since the autumn of 1957. 


A new high in the use of the Lirary’s printed catalogue cards, Initia- 
ion of an experimental project to determine scientific methods of preserving 
sound recordings. 


The installation of anew type of photoduplicating equipment to 
mprove present service in copying materials from the Library’s collections 
with promise of a ‘’bonus”’ for librarians in its ability to reproduce catalogue 
ards on rag stock for permanent use. 


_ The addition of 787, 280 items to the collections; acquired through 
copyright deposits, gift, transfer, purchase, end a worldwide programme of 
exchange, they brought the total conteits to 36, 905,919 items. 


Publication of a variety of bibliographies, catalogues, and other 
reference tools that made the contents of the Library more easily available 
or more widely known.

Acquisitions on India have included a number of important works, 
such as Alphabetical List of Towns in India and Pakistan, published in 
Bombay in the 1950’s by the Department of Commercial Intelligence and 
Satistics of the Government of India. 


A brief guide is New States of India; a Geo-Economic Study of the 
Porspects and Problems of the New States and Territories as Formed after the 
States Reorganization of November 1956 by A.N. Kapoor and Shiv Chand 
Delhi, 1957). This is the first voiume in the ‘‘Know India Series’, 
published by the Metropolitan Book Company, Delhi.

Perhaps tbe most important bibliographical event to take place in 
many years, insofar as India is concerned, was the appearance in 1958 of the 
first quarterly issue of the Indian Natlonal Bibliography, published by the 
National Library in Calcutta. It lists publications issued from October to 
December 1957, and covers trade and central and state publications both 
in Western languages and in the vernaculars. Another bibliographical 
reference work, the most complete of its kind to appear for India, is Report 
(New Delhi, 1956), published by the Offic: of the Registrar of Newspapers 
of the Government of India in New Delhi. The first issue covers the period 
July 1 to December 31, 1956. 


The Ministry of Information and Broadcasting in 1957 issued a useful 
booklet, The Andaman and Nicobar Islands, which brings up to date the 
small fund of information on these islands. 


In the field of anthropolozy, one of the best publications conerns a 
most interesting and important tribal group, linguistically and socially. It 
is The Bhils : A Study, by T.B. Naik (Delhi, 1956). 


As usual, there have been a number of significant publications in the 
fine arts. The Story of Indian Music; Its Growth and Synthesis, by 
O. Goswami (Bombay 1957) is a valuable contribution to knowledge of this 
complex subject. A Guide to the Karla Caves by Douglas Barrett was issued 
by the Baulabhai Memorial Institute of Bombay in 1957 as no. 1 of its 
series, “Ancient Monuments of India’’. 

In the field of history, the Early History and Culture of Kashmir, by 
Sunil Crandra Ray (Calcutta, 1957) is a weleome addition to the literature 
of Kashmir. Ram Prasad Triyathi’s Rise and Fall of the Mughal Empire is 
asolid general histroy of the period from Babar to the rise of Aurungzeb, 
which may be used both as a text book and, because of its very complete 
index, a reference tool. 

The Comunittee for a History of the Freedom Movement in India of 
Bombay State issued in 1957 the first volume of Source Material fora 
History of the freedom Movement in India, Collected from Bombay Govern- 
ment Records. These records are especially rich and will afford a conside- 
rable contributlon on the movement when completely exploited. 


Che first volume of a revised and enlarged edition of Vaman 
Shivaram Apte’s The Practical Sanskrit-English Dictionary (Poona; 1957) is 
a useful lexical source, especially for many meanings of words which are not 
found in earlier standard glossaries. 

In the field of polity, rhe latest revision (4th) of Jndia’s constitution 
was published by the Ministry of Information and Broadcasting of the 
Republic of India in 1957.

India Office Library 


We undcrstand that the Union Government in thr Ministry of 
Education will shortly renew her efforts to secure ownership of the India 
Office Library in London. An Indian delegation will participate in the 
Commonwealth Education Ministers Conference in London in July and 
leader will utilise the occastion to re-open the question of this Library’s 
proprietorship and location. India and Pakistan‘have an incontrovertible case 
in regard to ownership. A basic weakness of the situation is the inability 
of these two cOuntries to come to an agreement on the principles and 





basis of partition but perseverence may win in the long run. 


13th Bengal Library Conference 
The |3th Session of the Bengal Library Conference sponsored by 
the Bengal Library Association will be held at Murshidabad District 
Central Library, Berhampur, Murshidabad on the 27th and 28th March 1959 
Kazl Abdul Wadud has very kindly consented to be the General 
President of the Conference. 


Shri Prithvi Nath Kaula formarly Librarian, Ministry of Labour and 
Employment, Govt., of India, New Delhi, has been appointed Reader in 
Library Science, University of Delhi. 

Shri Kaula is the life and soul of the Delhi Library Association, 
Member of the Council, Indian Library 4 sso-iation, Editor of the ‘Library 
Herald’, Delhi and connected with scores of other organisations who are 
actively engaged in the development of Library Movement in India. 


2nd Delhi Library Conference : The Second Delhi Library Conference 
sponsored by the Delhi Library Association will be held during the 
year 1959. The main programme of the Conference will be a Symosium 
on Library. Classification and Catalouging. For further information, please 
address the Organising Secretary. 


Delhi School of Librarianship : It has been decided to start the first 
refresher course of three months duration frcm Ist March, 1959 for the 
training of Public librarians in the School that has been set up by the 
Delhi University with financial assistance from the Government of India, 
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NEWS AND INFORMATION 


Libraries Committee :—The Avisory Committee for Libraries, that 
was set up to survey the existing conditions of libraries in India, has 
submitted its Report to the Ministry. The Report is under consideration. 


Gandhi Museums :—Collections devoted to the life and work of Gandhi 
are to be set up in all the States of India, financed by a special fund started 
in Gandhi’s memory. Each museum will havea library of some 10,000 
volumes, and the story of the Mahatma’s life will be told with the aid of 
pictures, photographs, photostats of letters, articles and other personal 
objects. It is also planned to build hostels attached to the museum where 
scholars from other parts of India or from abroad may stay while carrying 
out research work. 


The Roberts Committee Report: The Roberts Committee was 
appeinted in September 1957, “‘to consider the structure of the public 
library service in England and Wales, and to advise what changes; if any, 
Should be made in the administrative arrangements, regard being had to 
the relation of public libraries to other libraries”. 


Sir Sydney Roberts, who had been President of the Library Associa- 
tion, in 1953 was nominated by the Government as the Chairman of the 
Committee. Fifteen, other members, representing local authorities and 
the library professoion, were appointed to the Committee, together with 
three assessors from the Ministry of Education. 


In its 2 meetings evidence was heard from 71 bodies and a considera- 
ble volume of statistics was assembled, relating to population, expenditure 
and staff. 


The Report on The Structure of the Public Library Service in 
England and Wales was laid before Parliament by the Minister of Education 
and published on 13th February as Comnd. 660 (H.M.S.O., 3s. 6d.). In 
a Parliamentary reply on 26th February it was stated that ‘the Minister is 
examining the Report and has asked the interested parties for their views 
on its recemmendati ns’’. 


Symposium on National Libraries of Europe The Symposium on 
National Libraries of Europe, mentioned in The Indian Librarian, June 
1958, paze 27, was held in September, 1958, in Vienna under the auspices 
of Unesco and in coilaboration with the Government of Austria, The 
Symposium was inauguated by Josef Stummvoll, ,Director General of the 
Osterreichischen Nationalbibliothek. 
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For purposes of discussion the Symposium was divided into three 
groups and no distinction was mide between participants and observers. 
The first group was led by Mr. F.C. Francis of the British Museum, and 
covered the functions of a national library. the nature and organisation of 
the services offered by a national library, personnel problems and 
professional training, finance, buildings and equipment, legel deposit, and 
and protection and preservation. Group 2 was lei by Mr. Mirko Rupel, 
of the National and University Library, Lijubliana, Yugoslavia, and 
concerned itself with the bibliographical activities of national libraries. 
Groups 3, led by Dr. Bourgeois, discussed natlonal libraries and inter- 
library co-operation.

Final plans for the celebration of the 1959 National Library Week, 
April 12-18, are now being worked out at NLW headquanters in New York, 
in the offices of scores of newspapers and broadcasting stations, ard in the 
meetings of state and local Library Week co:nmittees throughout the country 


National Library Week, the nation’s major institutional campaign for 
the promotion of books and reading,- began in 1958 andis spons red 
jointly by the American Library Associat;on aud the non-profit organiza- 
tion of distinguished citizens, the National Book Committee, Inc. For 
the second year, the slogan, “Wake Up and Read’’, featured, along with 
the descriptive slogan, “For a Better-Read, Better-informed America”, 
and subsidiary slogans Including ‘‘Books Make a Home”’ and other tag- 
lines indicatidg the joys and values of books. 


National Science Foundation 

The National Science Foundation has announced the establishment of 
a Research Information Center and Advisory Service on Information 
Processing to be operated jointly by the Foundation and the National 
Bureau of Standards. Designed to bring together research ard develop- 
ment data on methods and equipment for the automatic processing of 
scientific information and to foster closer co-operation among ihe various 
groups engaged inthis typeof work, the Service will be staffed by 
Bureau personne! who will analyse mieterials received and furnish 
requested teachnical service. For further information. please address to 
National Science Foundaton, Washington, 25, D,C. U.S.A. 

Book Exhibition at the Lenin Library

thousand books, put out in recent years by the publishing houses of 
Rumania. Among the exhibits were mary classics as well as works by 
modern Rumanian writers, such as Mihail Sadoveanu, Tudor Arghest, 
Geo Bogza, Zaharia Stancu, and Petru Dumitriu.

The books demonstrated how broadly the Rumanian publishing 
houses make available to readers the finest works in world literature. One 
publishing house, ‘“Cartea usa” (Russian Literature), produces 
translations of many works by Russian and Soviet authors, and its exhibits 
included the works of Gogol, Leo Tolstoy, Turgenev, Chekhov, Gorky, 
and Sholokhov, Visitors were particularly interested in an editian of 
Destoyevsky’s Crime and Punishment, illustrated by Aurel Stoicesku, 
\ vardovsky’s poem, Vasili Tyorkin, illustrated by Jules Perahim, and 
other beautifully produced volunes. 


Kor. an Library Association 

On 26th January 1959 the Korean Library Association held its fifth 
annual c nference in the Information Centre, Office of Public Information, 
Seoul, at which a letter of c».nmendation was tead from the Minister of 
Education and the President of the Association expressed his thanks to 
Mis. Ethel C. Swiger, Library Specialist of the Peabody Education Team, 
for the great assistance she had given to the development of librarianship 
in Korea sin-e she arrived in that country three years ago. 

The Conference recommended that the Korea Gavernment : (a) pass 
law governing libraries ; (b) adopt a policy for the development and 
extension of public and school libraries ;(c) distribute government 
oublications to libraries and make improvements concerning both the 
rate of exchange and the customs duties payable on the importation of 
foreign publications.

Library Administration, by S.R. Ranganathan. Bombay : Asia 
Publishing House. 1959, 2nd edition. 678p. Rs. 24.00. 


Dr. Ranganathan’s name on a book on Library Science is enough to 
assure the reader of unprecedented but useful reading material, scholarly 
treatment and analysis and exhaustive and illuminating information. This 
new and revised edition of the book under review streagthens this opinion 
of ours. In addition, we feel proud of the fact that an Indian Librarian 
adds to the literature on the subject an original contribution which very 
few librarians of our country have so far done. 


. The book will attract those who are really interested in imp-oving the 
administration of libraries and want, tor their guidance, the experiences 0! 
others in the field for the last twenty years or so, particularly relating to the 
simplication of the THREE C4RD SYSTEM, the changing of the Book 
Card to a Pocketed Form, the introduction of the Conscious Box and the 
Staff-Formula “which has proved to be a definite step towards the stream 
lining of library organisation." 


The first part is devoted to the Theory of Administration, the 
second to distinctive library functions and the third to general office funct- 
ions. While discussing the theory Dr. Ranganathan covers an entirely new 
ground in dealing with planning, job analysis, time schemes, forms and 
regiSteres, correspondence, files and records, routine matters and the 
question of elimination of waste. The library functions he mentions are 
those which concern the Book Selection, the Book Order, the Periodical 
Publication, the Accession, the Technical, the circulation, the Reference 
and the Maintenance Sections. The Gentral Office functions relate to the 
Committee, the Staff, the Publicity, the Finance, the Accounts, the Records, 
the Correspondence, the Building and Equipment, the Printing, the Bind- 
ing, the Stores and the Statistical Sections.

of the Staff Council and the librarian are analysed at length, both in Part 
I as well as in the last. The author’s main emphasis is on the creative work 
of the custodian of the library “‘in all matters connected with the technique 
of library work and service, and organisation and management of the 
library.” He feels that he the librarian must get himself- into personal 
touch with the reading public, properly keep the shelf register cards and the 
accession cards, solve ail the problems cropping up in the work of classi- 
fication and cataloguing and attend to the routine work in a planned 
manner. The author further calls upon the staff of every library ‘‘to 
cultivate a sense of professional loyalty”. We wish he had given more 
pages to the duties, obligations and rights of a librarian and his staff. 
Perhaps he has avoided the exhuastive treatment on the particular subject 
as he feels that the entire book, directly or indirectly, cautions the librarian 
about his work and makes him feel interested in every section of the library. 


We congratulate Dr. Ranganathan on this stupendous, original 
work of immense value to the librarian as well as the educationist, who are 
keen. on a good library to spread education and on doing real research work. 
It vastly meets the needs of the profession and helps in toning up the 
administration in libraries. 


Encyclopaedia of Librarianship, edited by Thomas Landau. 
London : Bowes & Bowes Publishers Limited, Second Impression 1959, 
ix+334p. 63) --. 


This remarkable referenc work is intended for librarians and students 
of librarianship. It follows a simple, alphabetic arrangement with articles 
and entries ranging from a few words defining a term to signed monographs 
on the more important subjects. 


_ The scope of the subjects treated follows the syllabus of the Library 
Association professional examinations, and therefore goes beyond librarian- 
ship into the fields of printing, paper-making and allied industries. The 
contributors of whom there are more than sixty, are, it is claimed, all 
experts on their particular subjects. 


The main part of the boo is devoted to brief definitions, particularly 
of bibliographical and cataloguing terms and brief biographical notes. The 
article on the British National Bibliography is very interesting. Useful 
information is also included on UNESCO, IFLA and F.I.D. 


The production of the book itself is excellent in every detail, an 


outstanding example of good taste and technical skill, It should be valuable 
to all students of librarianship and bibliography. 
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The Central Sales Tax Act, 1956 : As amended by act XXXI 

of 1958, by R. V. Patel. Bombay. N.M. Tripathi (Private) 

Ltd,, 1959, 17ip. Rs, 5.00 ‘ 

We welcome this book for it is up-to-date, its commentary on 
different sections is tremendously helpful to the reader to understand the 
law pertaining to the Sales Tax and it contains important documents on 
the subject. Read with the author’s earlier book “The Central Sales Tax 
Act, 1956”, which was reviewed in these columns, it gives an exhautstive 
survey of the legislation and its interpretation in view of the Judicious 
pronouncements on the subject. 

The book has four chapters, the first explains the title and exent 
and the definitions. The second analyses the principles which help 
in determining when a sale or purchase of goods takes place in the 
course of inter-State trade or commerce or outsid: the State or im the 
course of import or expor!. The third ison inter-State Sales tax 
an important one indeed. It gives every thing desirable on the relevant 
sections. The last chapter deals with goods of special :mportance in 
inter-State trade or commerce. The appendices contain circular letters, 
notifications and the Rules. 

The commentaries are brief but to the point and avoid unnecessary 
case laws. The instances quoted are appropriate and the constitutio ual 
restrictions and the High Courts decisions rightly chosen. 


Bhirat-Shilap, by Bimal Kumar Datta. Allahabad : Indian Press 
(Publications), Private Ltd , 1958. 102p. Rs, 4,00 

We would call this book a history of Indian Sculpture, architecture, 
att and cu'ture——and a fine history too. Briefly the author has 
referred to the discoveries at Mohenjodcaro and Harrppa and art in the 
Vedic and the Maurya and Sunga Age. Separate chapters have been 
devoted to the development of art in the Gupta and Chalukya—Pallav 
periods and its growth in Orissa, Bundhelkhand and Gujrat in the 
“Madhya Yug”’ Medieval period. Bengal’s contributions have been discussed 
in another chapter. A large number of illustrations have been given at the 
end. 

We prefer this book to others for two reasons ; it is written in 
“good”, chaste. Hindi and has behind it the research work done in 
the field. It has nicely dealt with the Western, Dravadian and Buddhist 
influence on our art, the various schools of sculpture and painting, the 
Hindu iconography, the Ajanta caves, the Sanchi statues and the Hindu 
temples, particularly the cave temples. The myths and symbols have been 
well interpreted. Various authorities have been aptly quoted to make the 
narration authoritative. 

The book should be welcomed by all students of Indian Art and 
Sculpture.

Pustak Vargikaran Kala, by Dwarkaprasad Shastri ; Foreword by 
Dr Jagdish Sharan Sharma, Librarian, Banaras Hindu University, 
Varanasi : Hindi Pracharak Pustakalaya 1958. 153p, Rs. 5.00 


We are glad that Mr. Shastri has brought out a book in Hindi on 
Classification. His is a pioneer work which will certainly be appreciated 
by all librarians who are using Hindi as a medium for their libraries or are 
teaching the subject of classification in Hindi. 


Behind Mr. Shastri’s efforts stand his vast experiences and erudition. 
He has explained various systems of classification and examined their 
utility in the context of the conditions prevailing in India. 


In the beginning he has dealt with the importance of classification, 
in Library Science, its different varieties, look, logical, knowledge 
decimal colon, philosophical, bibliographical, expansive, scientific, subject 
and natural. A chapter isdevoted to Dr Ranganathan’s Classification 
system — —a contribution which cannot be ignored. Apart from throwing 


considerable light on the development of the various systems he has 
analysed their practicability. 


The book imparts enough knowledge on classification and will pave 
the way for renewed thinking on the subject. Librarians will find the book 
useful for the classification of their Hindi Section of Library. 


Adhunik Rajnitak Sanvidhan (Modern Political Constitutions, 
by Gurmukh Nihal Singh; Prabhat Kumar Majumdar and Gopal 
Das Bhargava, Bombay ; Macmillan & Co,, Ltd, 1958, 466 p, 
Rs. 10.00. 


This book describes and analyses the leading constitutions of the 
world—British (and those of the Commonwealth), Indian, American; 
Soviet, French (which is not up to-date) and Swiss. It is more thana 
conventional text-book; The authors have made an authoritative and 
well-written contribution to our knowledge of the Parliamentary systems 
as they exit both in democracies and Communist States. hey have 
shown how they (the systems) have developed and what their salient 
features are. Wherever necessary they have given comparisons and 
similarities between different constitutions. 


What distinguishes this book from others in its simplicity of 
treatment of the subject-matter and the choice of right features of each 
constitution. The main emphasis is on the historical growth and working 
of the constitutions, the political parties and the Rule of Law. The 
authors have thrown considerable light on the fundamental rights 
prevailing in the leading countries, and their enforcement. The impact 
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of Social forces is examined and the actual administration machinery 
unfolded. While describing the Parliamentary systems the working of the 
Legislature and the position of the Head of the State and the Prime 
Minister and his Cabinet are examined at length. Not only has the 
Legislature in the Centre been taken but the Legislature and the 
Governmental machinery in the States have also been dealt with. 


In the case of India the constitutional history has been traced back 
to 1600 and every phase of the new constitution is properly analysed. 
Achapter is devoted tothe fundamental rights and another to the 
political parties. The third chapter is on the President, the Prime 
Minister and his Cabinet. The next chapters deal with Parliament, the 
Supreme Court and the High Courts, the Governments in the States, 
Administrative Services, elections, etc. 


We strongly commend this book to students of Political Science 
and those who are interested in a comparative study of different 
constitutions. 


Year book of International Trade Statistics 1957 ; Prepared by 
the Statistical Office of the United Nations, Department of Economic 
and Social Affairs, New York: United Nations. 1958. Vol. 1, 622 p 
$6.00. Vol, 2, 155 p, $150, (Sales Agents in india : Orient Longmans 
Calcutta, Bombay, Madras asid New Delhi). 


Those who are eager to know trends in international trade and 
want to have acomparative study, will be well-advised to have recourse 
to this Yearbook. Statistics regarding World Commerce are not easily 
available and those which are available are scattered here and there 
The Yearbook gives in one place ail the staustics which cannot be had 
elsewhere. ltis avery difficult task which the Statstical Officer of the 
United Nations, Department of Economic and Social Aftaiurs has periormed 
and performed exceedingly well. 

This is the eighth issue of the Yearbook. The iirst volum« 
contains a very comprehensive data concerning the trade of individua 
countries and summary tables indicating the trade of each country wit! 
its region and the world, analysising, side by side, “the flow of trade 
between countries”’ and describing “‘the fluctuations of the prices at whic! 
goods move internally. The second volume throws light on the broader 
economic aspects of external trade. We come to know, with its help, thai 
the aggregate trade in 1957 of countries, which make data available fo: 


that year, is about $ 1, 08, 600 million, The aggregate includes; for the 


firsr time, tha exports of the U.S.S.R. and Eastern Europe, but stil 
excludes those of mainland China. 
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In the first volume the general statements pertain to the territory, 
the system of trade, valuation, merchandise, the conversion factor, trade 
analyses by commodity and country, national quantum and unit value 
index numbers and trade statistics of the centrally and planned economies. 
The summary tables, in addition to giving statistics regarding world trade 
by regions and countries and world exports by provenance and destination, 
also tell us about the export quantum and unit v lue indices by regions 
and give indices by commodity classes. The revised figures shown are 
the most recent revisions available at the time of compilation. 


The countries included in the volumes are alphabetically arranged, 
showing the general and special trade between 1930 and 1957, trade by 
principal commodities and by principal countries of purchase and sale, of 
origin, consignment, destination, production and consumption. For 
instance; in the case of India we are given statistics regarding Imporis and 
Exports of merchandise and gold, food, beeverages and tobacco, crude 
materials, inedible, except fuels, mineral fuels, lubricants and related 
material, animal and vegetable oils and fats, chemicals, manufactured 
goods, machinery and transport equipment and miscellaneous manufactured 
articles and transactions and commodities. India’s total trade with different 
countries between 1948 and 1957 is given and comparison shown with that 
of 1938, 


We hope the two volumes will be highly welcomed by businessmen, 
traders, economic students, producers aad constimmers. Indian libraries 
must have them to enable research in the economic field, particularly in 
the sphere of world trade. In India we are now laying much stress on 
exports. These volumes will indicate our position vis-a-vis other countries 
and lead us on to the right path. 


The F ffective Location of Public Library Buildings, by Joseph 
L. Wheeler, Urbana, Illinois: University of Ilinois Library School, 
19358. 50 p. $ 1,00. 


(University of Illinois Library School, Occasional Papers, Number 
58, July 1958) 


The learned author draws our attention to the importance of library 
buildings and their effective location in a way which is appealing and 
convincing. He traverses new ground and wants us to “free ourselves of 
traditional assumptions as to modern library use and location and design- 
ing”. 

He examines certain misconceptions, the opinions of librarians, the 
effect of location on reference function, the amount and cost of ground 
required, the split-personality library, the special Problems of location— 
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parking, city plan, site, etc., and asks us to draw up a careful programme 
in shape to withstand question and criticism” and seek the co-operation of 
librarians, trustees, planners, architects and public officials. 


The report should be studied by all librarians of India and 
Pakistan. 


The Doctrine of Jehovah's Witnesses : A Criticism; by Roger D, 
Quidam, New York : Philosophical Library, 1959; 117p. $3.00. 

The learned author critically examines in this book-—written in 
blank verse —the fundamentals of Christian faith, the place of the Bible and 
prayers, ‘“‘God’s failure to prevent sins’’, the doctrine of need for vindication 
of God’s name, the forces producing a perfect man and the ‘‘possibility of 
the fall of the world’’. 

He discourses on the story of Noah and his Ark and the sacrifices 
of Jesus and the truthfulness of the Bible preachings. He laments God’s 
sufference of Satan’s rule on earth and the evil which the Angel of Death 
has visited on man”. He regrets the ‘ sinfulness of this imperfect world” 
and expresses the hope that “the sinfulness will be healed” and the life and 
perfection Adam had it first will be restored. He feels that ultimately the 
benefits of Faith will emerge and righteousness prevail. 


Religious - minded people will join the author in his lament, regret 
and faith in the goodness of human soul and welcome the book.

1958, 62p, 52 Cents, 

This pamphlet aims at restoring “moral justice and economic 
soundness to agriculture’ “ful! production and full employment for the 
whole country —the U.S. A.”, and a coordinated farm policy. It analyses 
the causes responsible for “the farm fiasco’’, explains the farm problem and 
gives a “new programme’’ which produces the model prosperity budget, 
increases production and results in full enployment. 


The impact of prices, wages, export markets and costs is examined 
and the need to expand consumption stressed. 


The pamphlet is well illustrated and will be found usefnl in India 
by those who are engaged in the task of agricultural planning or of improv- 
ing farm economy.
